(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made.

remainder of the document.

No. 6627691 Mowrey et al..

53; column 6, lines 1-67, particularly 27-67; column 7, lines 1-21, particularly 14; and the 
remainder of the document. 
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It would have at least been obvious to the ordinary skilled artisan at the time of the 
instant invention to use the instantly claimed combinations of ingredients and amounts thereof in 
the adhesive of the patentee to make the instantly claimed seals and composites because these 
ingredient amounts and combinations are encompassed by the patentee and would have been 
expected to give the adhesive properties of the adhesive of the patentee.
